A person who can speak author- 
itatively and who has acted as a repre-

of American interests in 
connection with British prize court 
proceedings, reviewed today for the 
Associated- Press, the evolution o£ the 
orders in council.

"The British government shows an. 
unmistakable tendency now to shift 
around to the persistently expressed 
American contention that the interna- 
tional law which prevailed before the 
present war, must ultimately govern 
Great Britain's assertion of her sea 
power.

for the * better

George W. Slightam's annual report

lend, at cost to the property holder, 
water services and sewers from main 
to curb, and furnish all material and 
labor in 'connection therewith; tnat 
a'.l service pipes from main to street 
up

extra heavy lead pipe of adequate 
size, and that durable stops anj,con-, 
nections be provided. 
This he be- 
lieves 
will 
materially 
improve the 
city's 
water 
service, 
will 
guard 
against unmeasured leakage, and will 
be a large factor in maintaining the 
public streets 
and 
walks in satis- 
factoiy manner. He advises that the 
present water, sewerage and plumb- 
ing oidinances be amended to provide 
for these requirements.
